tives of the pnrty. On the left whh a 
picture of Grover Cleveland, the sole 
dernocrntio representative 
in the 
president’s chnir since iinte-hellum 
days. 
On the right w«s the picture 
of William JenniugH tiryan, the twice 
repudiated candidate for president, 
and who is a candidato ior repudia­ 
tion ngHlu. 
Why 
these two men 
should be thus posed, we are nimble 
to say. 
Heyond the fact that both 
were called democrats, 
they had 
nothing iu common. 
(¡rover Cleve­ 
land rejected liryan and Rryanlsm 
in bis lifetime. 
lie did not belong 
to that brand of democracy. 
if ho 
were living be would doubtless be a 
Liryan repud iator today. 
The judge’s stand was profusely 
decorated 
with flowers, 
literally 
speaking—strewing the 
pathway of 
democracy with roses. 
In the absence of the chairman of 
the county ceutiul committee, W. L. 
Rose of Sutter ( ’reek called the con­ 
vention to order, and announced that 
the first busiuess was to listen to a 
fragment of a speech from Bryan 
through the grapapbone.

Mitchell—We 
are toid by Mr 
Crnnnier, who has hooded this pro- 
petty for two years, that a new ore 
body lias been discovered at, the depth 
of two hundred feet. 
The ore Is ot a 
good paying grade, and hHs material­ 
ly Improved the prospects of this 
property for developing into a good 
paying mine. 
There is a ten stamp 
mill ready for business, but owing to 
the Inck of water it cannot be started 
at present. 
As soon as water cau be 
had, they will start crushing. 
Lime Contract Finished—The con­ 
tract for hauling 500 toiiH of lime 
rock from the Honham quarry in Mt. 
Echo district, to the railroad depot 
at lone, was finished nearly two weeks 
ago. 
The rock 
was shipped 
to 
Salinas, to test its adaptability for 
use in the sugar refinery there. Upou 
this test will depend whether a con­ 
tract for the furnishing of thousands 
of tons per year from ttiiH quarry will 
be made between the owners or con­ 
trolara of the quarry and , the sugar 
company. 
Nothing bus yet been 
heard of the matter, but a decision 
one way nr the other is expected any 
day. 
Ray State.—The work ot unwator- 
ing this mine is proceeding as fast as 
possihlo. 
The shaft has been freed 
to tbe depth of 400 feet, and every­ 
thing so far has been found in a good 
state of preservation.

They are 
in good spirits over the prospects, as 
they have already taken out a quant­ 
ity of fine ore.

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BUSINESS FA IL U R E S. 


The fact that four business houses have been forced to 
close their doors inside of eighteen months is apt to create an 
unfavorable impression regarding business conditions in 
Jackson. 
The outsider especially, who lias merely the naked 
facts of these failures upon which to base his conclusions, 
may be disposed to think that Jackson is not an inviting 
field for mercantile enterprises— either that all branches of 
business are overdone, or that exceptional circumstances 
make it difficult to carry on business successfully here. 
But 
those conversaut with the real conditions know that all such 
derogatory assumptions are not true. 
The financial bieak- 
ups, rightly understood, afford no grounds for the criticism 
of this particular section as a business field. 
The truth is, 
Jackson is as good a field as any town of its size in the state. 
The failures are attributable to the unbusiness-like methods, 
and to nothing else. 
The same ways would lead to failure 
elsewhere the sam e as here. The causes were not all alike, it 
is true, but in no instance was the reason beyond control of a 
cautious and careful financial manager. 
Close attention to 
business affairs, and a thorough knowledge of all the details, 
as well as strict economy, are the essential elements of success 
the world over. 
T hey are not one whit more necessary in 
Jackson than any other place. 
It is a matter of surprise that in a community like this, 
where pay-day comes to the hundreds of underground toilers 
every mouth with clockwork regularity, so large a percentage 
of business should be done on a credit basis. There is no valid 
excuse for long-term credit. 
The people could just as easily 
be educated to pay cash, or at least settle at the expiration 
of every month, as for the existin g any-old-time system. 
And it would be better all round if this close collection plan 
were inaugurated without delay. 
There is nothing more de­ 
moralizing in business matters than inviting persons to run 
in debt for necessaries wlieu there is no absolute necessity 
therefor. 
In face of these repeated financial collapses, it is 
about time for the local tradesmen to get together for mutual 
protection. 
A board of trade might be organized, and 
in addition to promoting good feeling and unity of action in 
business circles, it would open the w’ay toward establishing 
a system of prompt settlement of accounts. 
The expense is 
trivial iii comparison with the benefits likely to flow there­ 
from. 
There is too much mixture of politics and business, 
It is rare that the two will work together as assistants. 
If 
one half the energy expended in trying to foster political 
schemes and entrench the schemers, ! had been devoted to 
the improvement of business conditions the results would 
have beeu apparent all along the line to-day. 
If more atten­ 
tion is given to pu lling dowu than building up, a damaging 
effect is sure to follow, the brunt of damage usually falls 
where it was least expected or intended.

F o u g h t Under S i x Flags. 
A remarkable soldier lias just died 
a t Budapest in the person of General 
Stephen T uit, one of the bravest revo­ 
lutionary generals th a t ever lived. He 
commenced his m ilitary career as a 
lieutenant in the A ustrian army. Then 
he fought for the H ungarian revolu­ 
tionary government, helped to quell a 
German revolution and joined Gari­ 
baldi in his great struggle. 
On the 
outbreak of the C rim ean war he served 
as a volunteer in O m ar Pasha’s army 
against Russia and finally received a 
commission in th e British transport 
service. 
It was w hile buying horses 
for die British arm y at Budapest in 
1855 that the general w as seized by 
the Austrians as a deserter and sen­ 
tenced to death. 
B ut both the British 
and French governm ents made such 
em phatic protests against this sentence 
th at it was com m uted to banishment. 
Finally the old soldier settled down in 
Paris. 


Memphis on the Nile. 
Memphis on th e Nile, one of the 
greatest capitals of the ancient world, 
is buried beneath th e ground which is 
now under cultivation by the villagers 
of Mitruhiueh, w ho will have to be 
transferred to other plots and compen­ 
sated before the contem plated work of 
excavation can proceed very far. it is 
estim ated that an expenditure of about 
$15,000 annually for fifteen years will 
be required to excavate the temple 
sites, apart from the city. 
The un­ 
earthing of Memphis, which contained 
the finest school of Egyptian art, will 
he h.v far the g rea test archaelogical 
work of recent tim es and must result 
in a vast addition to the world’s knowl­ 
edge of ancient E gyptian history and 
civilization.

Ptom aines defined, says the New 
York 
E vening Sun. 
are poisonous 
products formed in lisli, meat, 
m ilk 
and other articles of food by a p ro ­ 
cess of decom position, which seldom 
leaves a visible trace of its action. 
Milk im properly cooled at the dairy 
farm often comes to the consum er in 
a dangerous 
condition, 
and 
when 
sickness 
results 
from 
using it is 
usually too late to trace and fix tho 
responsibility. 
Lem onnde or tea allowed to stand 
in tin or granite or galvanized iron 
soon develops a deadly poison from 
the action of the acid or tan n in or 
the ten on the metai. 
M ayonnaise 
must never bo kept iu a tin pail or 
basin. 
A glass jar with a lid is the 
best sort of receptacle. 
Poisoning cases from canned goods 
are frequent, 
it a can bulges be sure 
that decom position has set in, and 
cast it from you. 
After opening a 
can ot m eat, fish or vegetables tu rn 
the co n ten ts at once into a china 
bowl aud cover it up. 
Never allow it 
to rem aiu one moment in the opened 
tin. 
In case of poisoning at once em pty 
the stum ach, employing a powerful 
emetic. 
A tablespoouful of m ustard 
in a cup of lukewarm water, or a 
strong so lution of salt and water will 
be efficHoious. if you can get neither, 
thrust the linger down 
the th ro at to 
provoke vomiting. 
After th e stomuob has been relieved 
give antidotes, iiuie water—tho lim e 
scraped 
from the 
wails it you can 
not iio h o tter—magnesia, 
rice water, 
wood ashes, all are elfeetive; hut get 
your do cto r as quickly as possible, 
then follow closely 
his diteotious. 
Betoro you are poisoned, however, 
remember th a t an ounce ot pieveu- 
tiou is worth a pound of cure.

Lack of respiration by inland lakes 
explains to Prof. E. A. 
Birge many

The Inko absorbs ait 
for animal and plant life and-exhales 
nitrogeu, carbonic 
a c id and some­ 
tim es other gases; b u t it takes its 
only full inspiration in autum n, with 
n lees complete one in spring, does 
n o t breathe at rII in w in ter, and d u r­ 
ing summer has hut very shallow re­ 
spiration. 
When cooled to uniform 
tem perature near freezing, the wind 
tu rn s it over and over, saturating it 
with one per cent by 
volumne of 
oxygen —twice whnt 
th e water cau 
hold at summer heat. 
This Htore 
may suffice, lito being most inactive 
in winter, hut there is sometimos a

As the earth crosses 
tire orbits of 
certain comets, shooting sturs appear, 
indicating that stream s of fragments

B ritish astronomer has lately suggest­ 
ed that meteors ra d ia tin g from the 
constellation 
A quarius 
d u ring the 
lirst week in May are in

eagerly 
awaited, and as these meteors are 
visible nearly every y ear the comet 
d u s t m ust form an im m ense ’elliptical 
rin g reaching from n ear the sun to a 
p o in t beyond N eptune’s orbit.

stream being densest ju s t behind the 
com et, a great shower m ay come near 
tho perihelion passage— probably 
in 
May, 1!)10. 
The great size of J u p it e r , its muss 
being greater than all 
other pjauets 
com bined uud 213 tim es t.hut, of tho 
earth, gives it great possible influence 
upon such wanderers from space as 
oomets. 
It is supposed th a t most of 
th e comets of short period have boon 
visitors from 
outer space that ap ­ 
proached near this groat planet and 
were to 
powerfully 
attracted that 
they were unable again to pass be­ 
yond tho attraction of the sun but 
were slowed down and confined to tho 
solar system in com paratively small 
e llip tic orbits. 
Prof. George Forbes 
now attributes an even m ore rem ark­ 
able capture to Ju p ite r by seeking to 
identify the ucwly discovered eighth 
satellite with tiro L exeiles comet of 
1770. 
Good rousous to r tho theory 
are

hut Prof. 
T arrida del 
M a'm ol, 
himself believing that the 
satellite has been rec en tly acquired 
by Ju p iter, finds evidence ot a differ­ 
e n t source, 
lie thinks it was once an 
asteroid.

J u p it e r spreads out, beyond the orbit 
of the hitter, and it is easy to su p ­ 
pose that one ot the lit tle bodies has 
com e so near as to, bo perm anently 
entrapped. 
This astro n o m er regards 
the sixth and seventh satellites also 
as term er a s te ro id s -w ith others yet 
undiscovered.

“ O, W H A T A D A IN T Y DISH.” 


The democratic convention last Monday, in the nomination 
of John Strohm for supervisor in township one, gave the most 
abject exhibition of self-stultification that has ever been wit­ 
nessed in the political hiátory of Amador comity. 
Strohm 
was elected supervisor four years ago as an independent can­ 
didate. 
His only opponent was M. Newman, the regular 
democratic nominee. 
Through an oversight in failing to file 
the certificate of nomination in time the republicans had no 
candidate to vote for, and the bulk of their votes went for 
Strohm, and elected him as a non-partisan. 
Strohm did 
not go before the democratic convention to seek the nomina­ 
tion. He was aware that if did so, and was defeated, which he 
had every reason to believe would be the case, he would 
thereafter be barred from running as an independent. 
Being 
elected free from partisanship, as supervisor he has all along 
expressed himself as satisfied to remain so. 
On any party 
issue his vote was the deciding factor; sometimes it was cast 
with the republican members, and sometimes with the demo­ 
crats. 
All along, and up to the very morning of the conven­ 
tion. he gave out to inquiring friends that he was determined 
to take his chances for re-election as an independent candi­ 
date. 
When apprised that the democrats would be likely to 
trj' to pull him in as their nomiuee, not because of any re­ 
gard for him personally, but in furtherance of the far-away 
schemes of ¿the court house ring, he was outspoken in de­ 
claring that he did not seek a nomination that wajq and 
would not accept it on the democratic or any other party 
salver. 
In face of this, he stands forth as the democratic 
candidate to-day. 
This candidacy on a party ticket is two-ededged. 
It places 
both the candidate and the party that has nominated him in 
a very questionable light. 
The candidate appears as change­ 
able as the wind; he doesn’t remain of one frame of mind 
long enough to know really what he wants or where he 
stands. 
Certainlj' such instability will not be accepted by 
the average voter as a commendable trait in one appealing for 
support as a candidate for supervisor. 
It is firmness, and 
the ability to express and defend one’s convictions that are 
essential qualifications for that office. 
The record of Mr 
Strohm during his four years’ incumbency is before the 
voters. 
By that record of fitness or otherwise he should be 
judged, aided by the strangely inconsistent position in .which 
he has now voluntarily placed himsel as the regular demo­ 
cratic nominee. 
W hat will the rank and file of the party think of the break 
of the county democracy, not only in nominaling the man 
who butted their own regular nominee to defeat, butjactually 
searching him out and exhausting their persuasive powers in 
order to thrust the honor upon him? 
How will they appre­ 
ciate the policy of rewarding bolters will party nominations? 
W hat will the staunch supporter of the democratic nomiuee 
for supervisor in the last campaign think of this feast of 
“crow” dished out for their edification by their own repre­ 
sentatives in convention assembled. 
W ill they swallow it. 
Or will they spurn the humiliating’dose, and the manipula­ 
tors who have forced them into such a stultifying predica­ 
ment. 
The universal opinion is that Strohm is weaker on 
the democratic ticket than he would have been as an inde­ 
pendent. 


T H E DEM OCRATIC C O U N TY 
C O N V EN TIO N . 


T he proceedings of the democratic couutyjconvention will 
be found reported at length elsewhere ingthese columns. 
These bennial gatherings of the unterrified serve the purpose 
of a sort of mutual admiration society, in which] everthing 
labeled “ democracy” is held up to be' the genuine goods, 
while everything bearing the republican stamp is held up to 
be n. g. 
They meet to comfort each other injthe tribulations 
which have stuck to them so persistently as a national or­ 
ganization. and are always ready to “ point' with pride” to 
what they will do if the people will only give them a chance. 
Their reformers are of the long-distance stripe.^Democratic 
oracles reveal the abject weakness of their cause by en­ 
deavoring to “ fool the people all the time.” 
Sophistry is 
substituted for argument, under the false impression that the 
average citizen can’t tell the’difference. 


The democratic convention not only cudgeled the self-re­ 
specting element is the make-up of the ticket, but has recom­ 
mended to the members the newspapers they should take for 
the good of the party. 
They are told to take up the'clubbing 
propositions of that exponent of democratic principles— the 
Amador Dispatch. 
“ W ouldn’t that jar you.” 
We presume 
such tactic will have a wonderful effect in building up the 
circulation of the organ thus squarely adopted by the court­ 
house clique. 
What next.

THE COW'S HORN. * 


Various W ays In Which It Is Mad* 
Useful by Man. 
H ave you any conception of ho w use­ 
ful th a t horn is to us? Scientifically it 
Is know n ns n combination o f phos­ 
phate of lime, gelatin and album en, 
nnd, like nil nature's products, the In­ 
gredients arc in the right proportion 
to tnnke the article useful to m a n as 
well ns to th e animal that h ears it. 
The lime makes the horn hard, but 
there is Ju s t enough limn to ninke it 
hard w ith ou t making it brittle, nnd 
there is Just enough gelatin to m nke 
the horn easy to cut and shape. 
The 
core of th e horn Is bone, and to get 
that out the Itom Is soaked 111 w a te r 
for several weeks. 
When the core Is 
taken out it Is ground up nnd m ade 
into crucibles which are used fo r m elt­ 
ing gold nn d stiver In. 
The o u ter end of the horn is h a rd 
and solid, nnd Hint is used for m aking 
knife h an dles nnd other things. 
The 
hollow p a r t of the horn Is soaked for 
half an h o u r or so in boiling w ater, 
w hen it becom es soft nnd m ay easily 
be split w ith a knife. 
It is th e n spread out fiat n u d put 
between 
iron plates. 
T here w a s a 
time w hen 
these horn plates 
w ere 
made v ery thin by hard p ressu re and 
used in w in d o w s nnd lanterns ns wo 
now use glass. 
They may be m ad e 
quite tran slucen t. 
When th e horn is heated it m a y be 
molded into almost any desired form. 
T hat Is th e w ay knife handles, b u t­ 
tons nnd o th e r articles are m ade.—Chi­ 
cago News.
